BUREAU OPPOSED TO EMBARGO 


Petitions to Be Circulated Against It 
Among Farmers of County. 


Saturday at the m eeting of the Pet­ 
tis County Bureau of Agriculture, a 
resolution was adopted providing that 
petitions be circulated througout the 
county protesting against the placing 
of an embargo on grain and foodstuffs 
as has been proposed. 
The petitions to be circulated are 
to appeal to congressmen and sena­ 
tors to use their influence against the 
proposed embargo. 
The bureau contends that the em ­ 
bargo would, of course, cheapen the 
cost to the consum er of certain farm 
commodities, yet would not lessen the 
cost of clothing, rent, fuel and other 
necessities. 
W age increases, 
it 
was 
claimed during the session, placed the 
consum er in a better position to meet 
the increased prices and it was added 
that should an em bargo be placed on 
foodstuffs the farm er would be th' 
one to suffer most extensively by be 
ins compelled to place his offering 
on a cheapened market. 
W. IL Ferguson and Clark Longan 
were named as a committee to pre­ 
pare the petitions

securing of signers.

The fact that Viscount Motono w\*is 
one of the framers of the Russo-Jap­ 
anese alliance while 
ambassador at 
Petrograd, and the belief that Count 
Terauchi himself has strong Russian 
sympathies has led many friends of 
the Anglo-Japanese alliance 
to 
fear 
that the support of the new ministry 
will be thrown primarily 
in putting 
into effect the 
Russian 
alliance as 
against tho British. 
It is remarked 
that Count Terauchi is the president 
of the Russo-Japanese society 
and 
that Baron Goto, the new' minister o f 
the interior, is vice president. 
As to the policy of the newr cabinet 
toward the United States, great satis­ 
faction is expressed by representative 
Japanese that Premier Terauchi’s re­ 
cent declarations 
to 
the Associated 
Press should 
have 
received 
such a 
cordial 
welcome 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
The new cabinet has as yet 
made no formal 
declaration 
of 
its 
principles, and Count Terauchi’s in­ 
terview' has give practically the only 
indication thus far of the cabinet’s at­ 
titude on foreign questions. 
In a leading article the semi-official 
Japan Times says that 
a 
very im­ 
portant statem ent on the foreign poli­ 
cies of the empire has been made to 
the w’orld by Count Terauchi through 
the Associated Press. The newspaper 
continued: 
“It 
is 
gratifying 
that 
the premier has given an unmistaka­ 
ble assurance to the world that there 
will be no change in the line of ac 
tion his cabinet w*ill 
pursue 
in the 
conduct of our foreign relations. 
If 
Count 
Terauchi 
as 
premier place? 
statesmanship before soldiership, his 
simplicity and sincerity 
as a soldier 
will stand him in good stead and we 
do not hesitate to declare that he can 
be depended upon to adhere faithfully 
to his assurances. 
If he has in the 
past been criticised 
for

in Chosen (Korea), he has never yet 
been charged with going back on his 
word.” The journal expressed satis 
faction with

For this 
reason it is necessary that Americans 
should be convinced of the real inten­ 
tions of Japan and of the advantage 
of wrorking conjointly w’ith Japan Id 
China. 
Anxious for Friendly Relations 
“If Count Terauchi 
is really anx­ 
ious for 
friendly 
relations between 
Japan and America he 
should 
have 
dispensed with formal polite phrases 
and frankly stated what he require® 
of the United States. Honesty, after 
all, is the best policy in diplomacy 
as in business. I^eaving China in hex 
present condition is distinctly inimi­ 
cal to the interests of China herself 
as well as those of Japan, and hero 
in lies the necessity for Japan to ren- 
ler assistance to China and to direct 
her along the path of civilization.” 
In connection 
with 
the so-called 
American problems it is to be noted 
that severa 
writers, 
including Prof. 
Shigeo Suhehiro, of the Imperial Uni­ 
versity, have recently advocated the 
settlement of 
the 
immigration and 
land qestions, 
holding 
the 
“gentle 
men’s agreement” as discriminating 
and unsatisfactory to the dignity of 
the Japanese people. 
Viscount Motono, the new’ foreign 
minister, like Marquis 
Okuma, is a 
native of Saga prefecture 
and 
is a 
son of a samurai of the 
Saga clan. 
Born in 1862, he went to France at 
in early age 
and 
studied i n t e n t ­ 
ional law at the University of Lyons. 
Graduating with the degree of “doc- 
eur en droit,” he returned to Japan 
to enter the foreign office. Later hr 
was secretary of the embassy at Pi* 
trograd and then minister 
to Brus- 
els. For five year$ he was minister 
at Paris. He was appointed ambassa 
dor to Russia in 1906. While sojourn* 
ng at Tokio he lectured constantly 
rn international law. 
In 1907 he was 
created 
baron in 
recognition of his services in conclud- 
ng the Russo-Japanese railway con­ 
vention and was 
promoted 
to vis­ 
count last summer 
for 
his 
distin­ 
guished services to the state in con­ 
cluding the 
alliance 
between Japan 
and Russia. 
M ost Accom plished Diplomat. 
Viscount Motono is regarded as Ja­ 
pan’s 
most accomplished 
diplomat. 
Having spent about half his life in 
Europe either in study or in official 
service and being regarded as one of 
the intellectual lights 
of 
the realm, 
all Japanese deem him 
particularly 
fitted for the post of foreign minister. 
He is popularly supposed to be more 
at home in French than in his mo­ 
ther tongue, and during his long resi­ 
dence in Russia 
as 
ambassador ac­ 
quired a knowledge 
of 
the Russian 
language. 
Also 
he 
speaks English 
readily. Regarded as one of Japan’s 
scholars, he is also regarded by the 
Japanese as a perfect type of a cul­ 
tured Japanese gentleman. 
“Though 
deeply influenced by European civili­ 
zation,** says 
one 
writer, “Viscount 
Motono remains ever a true samurai. 
It was his personal character as well 
as his capacity which 
made friend­ 
ship with Russia possible and voiced 
this friendship practically into an al­ 
liance.” 
Baron Goto 
has 
been 
sometimes 
called the “Japanese Roosevelt,’* and 
is popularly regarded as pro-German. 
He is the grandson of Choei Takano, 
one of the 
pioneer 
progressives 
of 
the latter Tokugaw’a period, w’ho was 
put to death by the 
Tokugawa gov­ 
ernment for his denunciation of the 
policy of excluding foreigners. Goto 
was educated for 
the 
profession of 
medicine and in 1890 he went to Ger 
many, receiving the degree of doctor 
of medcine from the University of 
Berlin. In Japan he became a leading 
authority on 
health 
and sanitation. 
He was sanitary commissioner during 


hands of a band of supposed perse­ 
cutors. The daimwo had Jjeen impris­ 
oned by relatives on the plea of in­ 
sanity. Goto’s 
activities resulted in 
his arrest and imprisonment on the 
charge of complicity in obtaining ille­ 
gal possession of he imprisoned no­ 
bleman. But his motives were found 
to be honorable. 
He 
w’as acquitted 
and restored to his official position. It 
is a coincidence that the judge who

is 
his present col­ 
league, Minister Nakajoshi. 
Because Goto 
has

power and
